IHt.  E.  a.  Miller,  Field  Agent  and  Agriculturist  of  the  Office  of  Extension 
Work,  South,  has  already  done  much  to  vitalize  the  work  of  Agriculture  in  our  rural 
schools  by  his  monthly  sequence  plan  in  the  presentation  of  lesson  topics  at  the 
seasons  when  they  should  be  practiced.    Again  his  words  are  full  of  understanding 
'when  he  elsewhere  states: 

"The  best  way  to  teach  is  along  the  line  in  which  every  boy  and  girl,  every 
man  and  woman  is  most  interested,  and  the  work  must  always  be  demonstrative  rather 
than  academic.     Oior  schools  are  ineficient  to  the  extent  that  they  depart  from  this 
rule.     Teach  by  doing  and  along  the  line  of  coiiimon  needs. 

Develop  a  local  leader  through  organization  from  among  the  most  lorogressive 

of  the  people   Organization  has  ever  been  necessary  to  the  economics  existence 

of  the  hijman  race,   thrpugh  the  family,  the  tribe,  the  state,   the  national  economic 

needs  have  been  met  best  through  organization   We  do  not  advocate  breaking 

down  established  business  organizations,  but  sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  organize 
in  order  to  fight.     The  man  or  woman  who  best  serves  self  usually  best  serves  every 
body  else.     Our  whole  democracy  is  rooted  in  the  soil,  hence  we  should  get  together 
to  a  considerable  extent  and  eventually  act  together  as  one  unit  for  common  good."

All  lov^r 
of  the  Southland  extend  hearty  thanks  to  the  leaders  of  this  movement  for  the  great 
betterment  of  the  South,

tution was  dra-vn  up  and  adopted,  the  enacting  clause  of  which  states  that  it  shall  oe- 
come  effective  when  ratified  by  the  states  organizations.     On  March  3rd,  19o0i  the 
states  v^hich  haVe  ratified  will  be  called  to  a  meeting  to  complete  the  organization 
and  elect  permanent  officers.

Atlantic  States  with  headquarters  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,     The  States  Relation 
Service  rejoices  to  learn  of  Mr.  Benson's  good  fortune  as  he  will  be  the  instrument 
of  great  advancement  for  the  work.     His  presence  /vill  be  sorely  missed  in  the  city  of 
Washington  as  well  as  by  his  many  friends  in  the  Service.
